Councillor Kambouroff 
enquired of the secretary 
whether word had been re- 
ceived from developers 
BACM regarding changes 
requested by council in the 
development agreement, at 
their meeting Decem»er 7, 

A letter from town solici- 
tor A, M. Brownlee on Dec- 
ember 7 indicated that the 
proposed changes were 
acceptable to BACM. No 
word had been received from 
BACM Limited, and Coun- 
cillor Kambouroff moved 
that a stop work order go 
into effect on January 11 
unless a signed agreement 
is received before that date, 
Motion carried 6 = 1. 

Mr, Kambouroff then 
moved that no work be all- 
owed on Stage two of the 
development until Stage one 
has been signed, Motion care 
ried 7 - 0, 

The development agree- 
ment in question is the La- 
combe Park subdivision and 
Stage one covers the area 
immediately west of the hos- 
pital, Stage two is west of 
Stage ome and the develop- 
ment embraces 115 acres, 

Under new business May- 
or Gibbon expressed his 
concern over the fact that 
people had been smoking in 
the arena, and requested 
that large signs be hung 
immediately since smoking 
in prohibited areas contra- 
venes insurance regulations

The purpose of the con- 
ference is to provide accur= 
ate information on the phy=- 
sical, mental, social and 
legal aspects of alcohol and 
drug use or abuse, 

The conference was held 
at the Banff School of Fine 
Arts, and all meals and ac- 
commodation for the 340 
attending students were pro-= 
vided by the school, 
M\)NDAY, DECEMBER 28

warned him about becom’ng 
a “dry alcoholic’’ and told 
him the symptoms to watch 
for. 

A dry alcoholic is very 
dangerous, and has a hard 
problem to overcome, This 
is the stage that every al- 
coholic goes through, when 
he can become drunk without 
drinking alcohol, andis when 
he will most likely revert 
back to being an alcoholic. 

He concluded by saying a 
little bit about Alanon and 
Alateen family groups. 

At 5:30 students were all- 
owed to go for supper. After 
supper there was a film, 
entitled Drugs and the Ner- 
vous System, and a memer 
of TOC ALPHA talked about 
the purpose of this organ- 
ization, 

At 8:30 a Sock Hop was 
held, which all students 
could attend, After this they 
were entertained by The 
Group, a quartet from Ed- 
monton, 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 29 

Breakfast was at 8 a.m 
which meant everyone up at 
7 a,m,, this wasn’t hard for 
some of the kids who hadn’t 
gone to bed at all during the 
night, but it was really tough 
trying to get the ones up 
that had had only two or 
three hours sleep, 

At 9 am. Mr. Herald 
gave his second talk -- 
“Drugs - To Be or Not To 
Be.’’ He talked about the 
change over the past 10 
years, in California, ofdrug 
users, from hard core add- 
icts to the flower children 
and then to the present speed 
freaks, He also said that if 
alcohol had been discovered 
recently it would have been 
classified as a dangerous 
drug because ofthe potential 
danger to the user, ‘‘Al+ 
cohol is the father of drugs, 
it costs 12 billion dollars 
annually to help the six and 
one-half to seven million 
alcoholics,’’ he said, Adults 
are responsible for part of 
the drug abuse problem when 
they over use or combine 
such things as tranquilizers, 
Sleeping pills, diet pills or 
alcohol, 

After this talk the aud- 
fence broke into small dis- 
cussion groups returning 
about an hour later for a 
question period, 

During this question per- 
iod it was said by amember 
of the audience that the con- 
ference, so far, had been 
definitely biased against the 
use of drugs and that both 
sides should be presented 
equally, 

Another student suggested 
that if members of the aud- 
lence Were really interested 
in learning about drugs they 
would give up their free 
afternoon and attend a spe~ 


cial meeting at 2:30, The 
free afternoon had been 
planned to give the students 
a chance to goskiing, swim- 
ming at the upper hot springs 
pool or shopping, 

After lunch, only 60 of 
the 340 students attended the 
special session, Fortunately 
a very knowledgeable speak- 
er had been found on the 
subject of marijuana, Mr, 
Mumtaz Akhtar is doing a 
doctorate at the U of B,C, 
and his thesis is on mari- 
juana, He gave pertinent in- 
formation on marijuana and 
hash hish from a Pakistan 
and North American stand 
point, He fielded questions 
from the audience which was 
followed by a heated dis- 
cussion with good partici- 
pation by the whole group, 
Those present felt it was a 
very helpful part of the con- 
ference, 

Another impromptu spea- 
ker was amember of TRUST 
from Edmonton, He led a 
discussion dealing with how 
kids on drugs can get imne- 


diate help. 
After supper ‘Charlie 
Weaver’ provided some 


comical entertainment, 

Rev, William Lang spoke 
about religion and then an- 
swered questions from the 
audience, Following this 
students were free to attend 
a ballet, a dance with the 
Gainsborough Gallery, or 
catch up on some sleep, 

WEDNESDAY, DEC, 30 

It was a little harder to 
make it upintime for break- 
fast after two sleepless or 
nearly sleepless nights, 

After breakfast Mr. D, 
Dallenback, a lawyer and 
school board trustee from 
Calgary, spoke on the legal 
aspects of drugs, Many stu- 
dents literally slept through 
this talk, 

Following Mr, Sallenback, 
Emile Roessingh, amember 
of the Drug Information Cen- 
tre in Calgary, spoke on the 
Social Implications of Drug 
Abuse, 

“Of any profession, doc- 
tors have the highest vote 
of narcotic addiction,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but they don’t get 
caught. If you don’t get 
caught, there are no social 
implications about you,”’ 
Emile then went on to an- 
swer questions from the 
audience, 

About an hour before lunch 
everyone went back into 
their discussion groups. 

After lunch there was a 
panel discussion, Members 
of the panel were Emile 
Roessingh, Herb McCauley, 
a marijuana user; Jim Mil- 
lar of the Alcohol Drug Edu- 
cation Association of Alb- 
erta, Mr, Don Wheylon an 
Edmonton psycologist, and 
Mr, Alf Herald, 

They primarily answered 
questions from the audience 
about drugs, the problems 
of bad trips and the effects 
certain drugs have on people 

Herh McCauley spoke 
about his experience with 
marijuana, He cited that 
marijuana should only be 
used for experiencing plea- 
sant situations, not when 
something has to be done in 
an orderly fashion, 

At 3 p.m, questionnaires

classrooms, This permits 
a high degree of flexibility 
in learning techniques, Cer=- 
tain areas use moveable 
dividers in place of walls, 
making it possible to change 
room size as required, 

The library resource cen- 
tre is larger than the gym- 
nasium and will seat a total 
of 364 students as follows: 
32 students in study car- 
rels; 72 students at library 
tables; 210 students in open 
classrooms; 30 students in 
adjacent A-V room; 20 stu- 
dents in adjacent seminar 
rooms, 

At the time of opening, 
the library will contain about 
5,500 volumes, 509 film- 
strips, 250 transparencies 
as well as records, audio- 
tapes and video-tapes. 

A full range of audio- 
visual equipment and mat- 
erials will be available. 

Study carrels and class- 
rooms are equipped for 
closed circuit television. 
Carrels are also provided 
with four channel sound 
facilities, 

A specially designed, self 
contained primary unit for 
beginners and second year 
students will have its own 
sinks and clothing and lunch 
storage areas, and will be 
closely adjacent to wash- 
room facilities. 

Twin science classrooms 
have adjacent science sem- 
inar room as well as access 
to a rooftop weather station 
area, 

The music room and stage 
together provide a small 
theatre with a capacity of 
75 - 100 persons, The stage 
also opens on to the gym~ 
nasium if necessary to 
accommodate large aud- 
iences, It can also be com- 
pleted closed off to serve 
as a self-contained drama- 
tics classroom, 

The art room is designed 
to accommodate the broad- 
est possible art program 
including ceramics and pote 
tery, ani is provided with 
separate kiln and paint 
rooms, 

The gymnasium is of stan- 
dard junior high school size 
(60 feet x 80 feet). 


School 
program 


The educational program 
of the school and the staff- 
ing pattern are now in the 
planning stages, and wili to 
a great extent depend on 
the actual number of stu- 
dents enrolled at the time 
of pre-registration this 
spring. The greater the 
number of students, the 


broader is the possible pro- 
gram, 

Initially a non-graded 
program with considerable 
individualized instruction ts 
planned at the primary 
levels, with the modified 
grade program at upper ele- 
mentary levels being contin- 
ued during the first year of 
operation, 

At the junior high level 
there will be a gradual dev- 
elopment of independent 
study programs for students 
most capable of working in 
this manner, A wider range 
of elective offerings will be 
possible, but the board’s 
request for facilities for 
home economics and indus= 
trial arts has not yet re- 
ceived approval from the 
provincial school buildings 
board, Consequently home 
economics and industrial 
arts electives will not be 
offered.
